BUTTER cows AND PROFIT. 


A Few Facts That Nevada Dairy- 
men Sheald Mead Care ally. 


There can be no doubt that a vast 
number of cows are kept by dairymen 
which do not pay for their keeping. 
The average yearly production of but- 
ter by some members of almost every 
herd is fas below the profit yielding 
point. Every euch cow is a burden 


upon her owner, and reduces the pro- 
fit of those whose yield returns some- 
thing above the cost of maintenance. 
Some striking figures illustrative of 
this pointare given by one who has 
made a thorough study of the subject. 


Ten 200-pound butter cows would 
yield a profit in ten years of $2,009. 

Ten 300-pound cows would yield a 
profit in ten years of $4,250. 

Ten 400-pound cows would yield a 
profit in ten years of $6,457 50. 

Ten 50 pound cows would yield a 
profit in ten years of $8,675. 

Ten 600-pound cows would yield a 
profit in ten years of $11,000. 

This would be the net yield after de- 
ducting $25 a year for keeping irom 
two to twelve years old. Theestimate 
is based on the disposal of the product 
at 25 cents a pound, and none of the 
cows are credited with a full yield of 
milk uatil five years of age. 

These are highly suggestive figure. 
| Particularly noticeable is the racio of 
increases of profit from the aoe 
cow to the one yielding 400 ponods. 
The yield is only double, but the profit 
b strebled.

Strange 
as it may seem a month ago the man 
who consigned me to a felon’s cell died 
at San Diego, but before his death made 
a full confession, giving the name of 
his assailant and the details of the rob- 
bery, which was committed by his own 
brother. This statement was sent to 
the goverhor, who on investigation 
granted me à pardon. 

“When my pardon arrived I was in 
the prison hospital. My condition you 
can see, My brother arrived this morn- 
ing and to-night we start for home. 
Since my imprisonment both my chil- 
dren have died, one of them having 
ended its daysin the poorhouse. The 
other died from want. My wife was

DEATH OF A MISER PRINCE. 


Nicolai Jussuapoff, His Vast Wealth and 
Un Beggariy Ways. 

Prince Nicolai Jussupoff, who died re- 
rently in St. Petersburg, was as eccen- 
tric and miserly as any nobleman in 
history. He was the last of a fine fam- 
ily from the region of the Don. His 
grandfather was an intimate friend of 
Voltaire, Diderot and d'Alembert, and 
by his passion for art he filled a private 
museum with copies of the old masters. 
Nicolai Jussupoif had greater wealth 
than his grandfather and the same taste 
for literature and art, but he satisfied 
them only at the expense of others, and 
in his wanderings through Europe he 
confined his visits to art galleries and 
curio museums to the free or half-price 
days. 

The prince's attire was always poor, 
even to the extreme of raggedness. One 
day at Baden-Baden the Empress Au- 
gusta met inthe park a bent old man 
in tattered and greasy garments, She 
drew a five-dollar gold piece from her 
pocket and reached it under his bowed 
face. The old man raised his face with 
a grim smile and the empress was 
abashed to find herself face to face with 
Prinee J ussupoff. 

Despite his parsimony Prince Jussu- 
poff was long master of ceremonies at 
St. Petersburg court. When visited by 
the members of the imperial family in 
his splendid palace he laid before them 
entertainments of classical magnifi- 
cence, but the minute the doors closed 
behind them he hurried from room to 
room extinguishing the lights and ad- 
monishing everybody in the house that 
he was on the verge of bankruptey. 

The one person whom the eccentric 
old man loved was his only child—a 
girl of remarkable beauty and mind. 
For her sake St. Petersburg society al- 
ways treated him with indulgence. She 
was expected some time agoto marry 
Alexander, of Battenberg, but the czar 
disapproved of the union. When she 
became the countess of Sumarokon- 
Elston European dailies spoke of her 
as the richest heiress on the continent, 
The vast estates of her father are hers, 
and his title will be borne by her hus- 
band-

PORTUGUESE BEGGARS. - 


a temple, 

san, and leading up to its principal en- 
trance there are three hundred and 
sixty-five steps, says a letter from Por- 
tugal. At each end of a step there is 
generally a beggar. Every beggar 
prides him or herself on some horrible 
deformity, which is exposed so as to 
present its most hideous. ct to the 
view of the unfortunate to the 
temple. 

Having heard beforehand of this 
ghastly spectacle, says a writer in the 
Chicago Times, I determined not to go 
beyond the human malformations which 
creep about the city of Oporto. They 
are absolutely a recognized institution, 
and might almost be said to ocoupy the 
position of money changers to the gen- 
eral public. Their method of begging 
is peculiar. When they espy your ap- 
proach they begin a long prayer in a 
vigorous, sing-song voice. They start 
in something like this style: “It is in 
your excellent honor’s power to be 
thankful for your own riches and mind- 
ful of the wants of others. Dogs shall 
lick your hand. The rain shall bedew 
your doorstep every morning. Assist 
the maimed, the deformed, the stricken 
in every limb. I can change two hun- 
dred, three hufidred or five hundred reis 
at your excellent honor’s. pleasure.“ 
Then follows a curse or blessing, ac- 
cording to the manner in which you 
have responded to their supplications. 

You may give one of these creatures 


almost any piece of money, and he will 
return you that sum in small change 
minus about half a farthing with com- 
plete satisfaction. Indeed, he will 
think he has done a good morning’s 
work. Whenever I went out I made it 
a rule to place a few coppers in a cer- 
ain pocket to present to these objects 
of distrust and ward off as many male- 
lictions as possible.
